H. F. Sharp, who is building several 
cottages at the corner of Pine and 
Olive avenues, in a communication 
asked the board to construct a sewer 
on Pine avenue, from Olive to Linden 
avenue, so that a connection can be 
made with the main sewer on that 
street. 

City Engineer Kneese was directed 
to have the sewer constructed. 

A communication was received 
from J. Fourcans asking permission 
to construct a sewer between the 
curb line and sidewalk from his lot 
on Linden avenue to the main sewer 
in the alley between Miller and Grand 
avenues. 

The matter was referred to City 
Engineer Kneese, to report at the next 
meeting.

More than 58,000,000 meat animals 
were slaughtered in establishments 
under federal inspection during the 
fiscal year ending June 30,1915. Since 
approximately from 58 to 60 per cent 
of the animals killed in the country 
are slaughtered in establishments 
where federal inspection is main¬ 
tained, it appears that about 100,000,- 
000 meat animals are now being

More than 32,644 
carcasses of cattle and 66,000 car¬ 
casses of swine were entirely rejected 
on account of this disease, and in 
addition parts of 48,000 cattle and 
440,000 swine. Hog cholera was re¬ 
sponsible for the next largest loss, 
nearly 102,000 swine being con¬ 
demned entirely on this account. 

The annual appropriation for the 
federal meat inspection service is now 
about $3,375,000, so that the cost to 
the people would be between 5 and 6 
cents per animal if the service was 
confined entirely to the inspecton of 
the animals and carcasses. In addi¬ 
tion, however, great quantities of the 
meat and products are reinspected. 
In this item there was a very con¬ 
siderable increase during the last 
fiscal year, the reinspection resulting 
in the condemnation of a total of 
nearly 19,000,000 pounds of products 
of one kind or another. Furthermore, 
245,000,000 pounds of imported meat 
or meat products were inspected and 
more than 2,000,000 pounds con¬ 
demned or refused entry. 

In the course of its work, the 
bureau of animal industry, which is 
in charge of the meat inspection 
service, has discovered a new method 
of destroying trichinae in pork, which 
is an additional safeguard to human 
health. Refrigeration at a tempera¬ 
ture of 5 degrees F., or lower, for a 
period of twenty days will destroy 
these parasites.

which occasionally 
give rise in human beings to the seri¬ 
ous disease known as trichinosis. 
Hitherto the only known safeguard 
against this disease has been thor¬ 
ough cooking of all pork and pork 
products, and those persons who neg¬ 
lect this precaution have always been 
more or less exposed to the danger. 
Unless pork is known to have been 
subjected to refrigeration as above 
indicated, it should be thoroughly 
cooked. Tlie microscopic examination 
of pork for the detection of trichinae 
has been abandoned, as the usual 
methods have proved inefficient. 

In this connection it is interesting 
to note that more swine were slaugh¬ 
tered in tlie past year in establish¬ 
ments under federal inspection than 
ever before. A total of 36,247,958 
were inspected at the time of slaugh¬ 
ter, and approximately 35,900,000 
passed for food.—U. S. Dept. Agri¬ 
culture Weekly News Letter.

ITS REPORT 


Thirty-five million dollars have been 
left in California by visitors to the two 
California expositions during the past 
eight months, according to an esti¬ 
mate made up from data compiled by 
the tourist association of central Cali¬ 
fornia. 

“This is all new money,” says the 
tourist association, “and is a big item, 
but what is more important to the 
state at large is the fact that several 
hundred thousand visitors have seen 
California, and thousands will come 
back to live and thousands will return 
as tourists and send their friends to 
see our wonders.” 

The tourist association has just is¬ 
sued its report for the year up to 
November 1st. It shows that this as¬ 
sociation, which includes Alameda, 
Marin, Monterey, Napa, San Fran¬ 
cisco, Solano, San Mateo, Santa Clara, 
Santa Cruz and San Benito counties, 
reached more than 100,000 visitors in 
San Francisco and induced more than 
18,000 of them to make trips into those 
counties. The report was received at 
Redwood City this week. 

The association printed and dis¬ 
tributed 350,000 illustrated booklets 
on places of tourist interest and how 
to see them, received personal calls 
at its San Francisco office from 4560 
persons and employed four field 
agents to meet special trains, to con¬ 
duct information desks at all conven¬ 
tions, displayed motion pictures and 
delivered daily lectures at the exposi¬ 
tion and distributed more than 100,000 
pieces of county literature among 
visitors. 

The report calls attention to the 
1916 plan, which provides for offices 
in New York, Chicago and Los An¬ 
geles and headquarters in San Fran¬ 
cisco. Millions of dollars were 
brought to central California in 1915 
by tourists. This can be made an an¬ 
nual crop by proper development 
work. It is a business that is worth 
going after. We can’t lie down and 
' quit just because the exposition is 
over. California is a year-round ex¬ 
position itself.” 


W. B. Benoist, a well-known printer- 
editor of San Mateo, some time dur¬ 
ing last Saturday night committed 
suicide by blowing his brains out with 
a revolver in that city. 

For some time past he had been in 
poor health, and despondency over his 
condition was probably the cause of 
the act. 

Mr. Benoist was founder of the San 
Mateo Index, a weekly newspaper 
published in that city, and at various 
times worked as a printer on the 
other papers published in that city. 

Benoist was 65 years of age and had 
lived in this county for about ten 
years. He was a member of Pacific 
Parlor, San Francisco, Native Sons of 
the Golden West; Iqua Tribe, Im¬ 
proved Order of Red Men, San Mateo; 
San Mateo Lodge of Loyal Order of 
Moose, and the San Mateo Typo¬ 
graphical Union. He was born in San 
Francisco and for many years held an 
important office with Typographical 
Union, No. 21, in that city. 

Funeral services were held in 
Schneider’s undertaking parlors in 
San Mateo on Monday evening, under 
the auspices of the Moose and Red 
Men’s lodges and the funeral was held 
on Tuesday morning at 10 o’clock, 
thence to Cypress Lawn cemetery for 
cremation.

“We have been able to assert our 
rights and the rights of mankind 
without breach of friendship with the 
great nations with whom we have had 
to deal,” said the president. 

The text follows: 

“It has long been the honored cus¬ 
tom of our people to turn in the fruit¬ 
ful autumn of the year in praise and 
thanksgiving to Almighty God for His 
many blessings and mercies to us as 
a nation. The year that is now draw¬ 
ing to a close since we last observed 
our tour of national thanksgiving has 
been, while a year of discipline be¬ 
cause of the mighty forces of war and 
of changes which have disturbed the 
world, also a year of special blessing 
for us. 

"Another year of peace has been 
vouchsafed us; another year in which 
not only to take thought of our duty 
to ourselves and mankind, but also to 
adjust ourselves to the many respon¬ 
sibilities thrust upon us by a war 
which lias involved almost the whole 
of Europe. We have been able to as¬ 
sert our rights and rights of mankind 
without breach of friendships with 
the great nations with whom we have 
had to deal, and while we have been 
able also to perform duties and ex¬
